A White Coalition—and War?

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S speech at Chicago Tuesday 


attacking war-inclined nations and calling for "con- 


certed" action for world peace liriiiR.s profound results 
Wednesday. 


The League of Nations—mainly Britain and trance— 


Which had taken as bold a stand against aggressor nations 
as it felt able to do with Germany and Italy in a .secret po\v- 
wow and no definite assurance from the United States, con- 
siders that through Mr. Roosevelt America has finally 
spoken. 
The League, therefore, this day has given Japan notice 


that unless she agrees lo arbitrate her war with China she 
will probably face the naval guns of nine white powers, in- 
cluding the United States. 


War is just that close io us this moment.

as regards America's Individual 
participation. 


It might not be any more than 


a few volleys fired by American 
battleships in the company of the 
British and the French.

that—a white coalition seeking to 
keep one yellow race from grab- 
bing all Asia and destroying the 
while man's market. 


American sympathy Li heavily 


on tho side of the Chinese. 


But our practical interest is di- 


vided. 


Maybe we will solve the r.iddlo 


in this fashion: 


Japan considers her Chinese ex- 


curcifin about us we would regard 
the landing of marines in one of 
the banana republics of Central 
America. Maybe one or two shots 
more from white battleships would 
make it look serious for Japan, 
without too serious consequences 
for the white powers. 


It's a gamble. But then Japan, 


too, is gambling. She is gambling 
thai the white powers won't be 
able to stick together. 


And that's a pretty shrewd guess 


on the Japs' part. 


Britain and France will stick to- 


gether at home, but they can't 
venture far abroad without n third 
nation's help. For Britain has to 
reckon with Italy in the* Med- 
iterranean, and France has Ger- 
many to contend with across the 
Khinc. 


But tho co-operation of Amer- 


ica 
would 
allow 
Britain 
and 


France to act, while probably hold- 
ing Italy and Germany in check.

A Hcmnstead coroner's jury invcs- 


igating the mysterious death of Ed 
Bcatly, 68, Emmcl farmer, deferred 
Is verdict Tuesday afternoon until 9 
a. m. Saturday after 10 persons testi- 
fied, including 12-year-old Hollis Cai- 
loun who first discovered (lie body in 
n shallow creek nenr Emmet. 


The 10 persons who testified at an 


inquest at Hope city hall were Arthur 
Dougan. Homer Eubanks, Bort Smith 
Lewis Alwhite, Henry Willell, R. D 
Smith. Will Brown, Ross Fee anc 
Hollis Calhoun, all of near Emmcl, and 
R, V. Hcrnclon, Jr., Hope undertaker. 


The inquest was conducted by Cor 


oner J. H. Weaver and Deputy Prose 
cutor, W. S. Atkins. The hearing wa. 
held in the municipal court room anc 
attracted nn overflowing crowd. 


Of the 10 Unit testified, none said 


they knew the whereabouts of Beatty 
after 8 a. m. Friday. The body was 
found at 3:30 p. m. Sunday. Coroner 
Weaver said it was bis belief 
that 


Beatty hnd not been dead more than 
six or seven hours when the body was 
found. 


Herndon told of tho condition of the 


body and described wounds on the 
face, nose and lip which he said he 
believed were caused by the sharp 
edge of some instrument. 


Several of those who testified said 


they found Bentty's hat. a whisky 
bottle, syrup bucket and a paper sack 
near the creek bank, but said there was 
no indication of a scuffle near where 
ic body was found. 
There had been no arrests Wedncs- 
ay, but officers clunfi to their orig- 
nal theory that it was n case of 
murder.

Boy Finds Body 


Hollis Calhoun, 
12, son of Albert 


Calhoun, was the first to take the wit- 
ness stand. Young Calhoun said that 
ie bad known Beatty about a year. 
He couldn't remember the last time he 
saw Bcally alive. He told of finding 
the body at 3:30 p. m. Sunday in a 
reek about n half mile from the home 
of Arthur Dougan, his brother-in-law. 


"I stopped on a bridge to see if the 


water was up, looked down the creek 
and saw a man's body in the water. 
I didn't take time to go near the body 
but ran to the home of Arthur Dougan 
and told him what I had seen." 


The youngster then told a slor> 


about Beatty coming to the Dougar 
home on Thursdny and "ran some 
negroes off the place." He said he 
didn't know just what the trouble was 
about — between 
Bcatty 
and 
the 


negroes. 


Young Calhoun said that he roturnet 


to the scene of the body with hi: 
brother-in-law, Arthur Dougan, when 
they found a paper sack, syrup bucke 
and Bcally's hat on the bank. 


Arthur Do u gun 


Arthur Dougan was tne second wit 


ness. His testimony: 


"I live two and a half miles froir 


Kmmct. 
I have lived on present 


farm since last December. I have 


nown Ed Bealty since I was a boy. 


Beatty lived with first one neighbor 
nd then another. I last saw him about 
:30 a. m. Friday. He was at my 
ionic. The next time I saw him was 
it the creek, dead. 


"I don't know of any particular 
rouble between Beally and any other 
vcrson or persons. Bcatty did run 
some negroes off my place Thursday 
light—and at lhat time he cuscd me 
and my wife because I tried to get him 
,o let the negroes alone as they were 
licking cotton for me. 


"The negroes were Ella Stewart anil 


icr four children. They still live near 
Emmet. I first learned of Beally's 
death when my nephew, Hollis Cal- 
r:oun reported he had seen the body 
of a man in the creek I returned to 
creek with Hollis, found the body, 
liis hat, paper sack and bucket on the 
bank. 
I examined the banks, but 


found no footprints or indication of a 
scuffle. Beatty reserved a room in my 
home to keep some of his belongings, 
but never has spent the night there. 
Last Thursday night lie slept, I be- 
lieve in a house near my home where 
Beally has a bed and cook-stove. 


"I saw him early the next morning 


Friday morning—but never saw 01 
heard of him again until his bod>

Texas. A town was laid out here in 
1920 by Moses Austin and his son 
Stephen, founders of Texas, as a base 
of supplies of this Texas Coloney. In 
L840 the town was laid off in lots and 
squares by Edward Cross, Grandison 
D. Royston, David T. Witter and Ross- 
well Beebe." 


Second— 
"Hempstead County—Old Washing- 


ton: Rendezvous for Arkansas troops 
on their way to the war with Mexico. 
Many of our leading citizens claim this 
old town as their birthplace."

halt her military machine in China in 
deference to world opinion. 


The German foreign office warned 


the president to remember the "ship- 
wreck" of President Wilson when he 
sought to safeguard peace through the 
League of Nations. 


Tow capitals, Madrid and Nanking, 


that are fighting enemies on opposite 
sides of the world, viewed the presi- 
dent's words as threats to their foes. 


Britain's ministers weighed emerg- 


ency measures to curb the growing 
danger of world war on either'side of 
the earth, with President Roosevelt's 
call for action against;

He was followed by Gumbert, Kauff- 


m«jn and Smith. Tony Lazzeri, Yankee 
second baseman, paced the hitting at- 
tack, getting a single in the sixth and 
a home run over the left field fence in 
the eighth inning for the Yankees' final 
run.

Early Diagnosis, Operation May Halt Effects of 


Other Dangerous Cancers 


This U the 16th of a series of art- 


icles In which Dr. Morris Fishbeln 
discusses cancers, their cause, and 
measures for prevention and treat- 
ment.

More than 6,000 people in the Unit- 


ed States die every year from cancers 
of the intestines and the rectum. About 
5,000 people die every year of cancers 
of the kidney, the bladder and the 
prostrate. Another 5,000 die of sar- 
comas, the type of cancer that affects 
the bones and the muscles. 


In every one of these cases every- 


thing depends on finding out as soon 
as possible the nature of the growth. 


People with cancers of the intestines 


and the rectiun frequently find the 
material excreted from the body dis- 
colored by blood, either fresh or old. 
They suffer occasionally from gas for- 
mation and may be greatly troubled 
with action of the bowels. These can- 
cers may spread in the body. 


Without attention, the person with 


a cancer of the intestines or the rec- 
tum will die quite promptly. But a 
surgical operation may prolong life 
for years. New methods of operation, 


particularly the use of electric surg- 
ery, have been developed. 


Exactly as cancers of the bowels 


may indicate their presence by the 
appearance of blood in the excretions, 
so also will cancers of the kidney, 
bladder and prostrate sometimes in- 
dicate that something may be wrong 
by a reddish appearance of the urine. 


Of course, there may be pain which 


is always a warning signal, but far too 
many people attempt to control pain 
by taking sedatives or narcotics in- 
stead of by 'finding out what causes 
the pain. A sharp pain in any por- 
tion of the body is a warning that 
something must be wrong. You can- 
not stop the growth of a cancer by 
taking something that will merely re- 
lieve the pain. 


Of greatest importance in relation- 


ship to all of these types of cancer is 
the use of the X-ray as a means of 
early diagnosis. Cancer cannot be 
diagnosed with certainty from the 
history of the patient alone. In mak- 
ing the diagnosis every modern meth- 
od possible should be employed.

Dr. Lewis M. Terman

pid You May Be

PALO ALTO, Calif—The man who 


tells you how smart you are—or how 
stupid—is out with a new intelligence 
lest, double-barreled in structure and 
backed by 27 years' research. 


You may walk into this test consid- 


ering yourself a "superior adult" but 
if the test says you're mentally a 12- 
year-old, you may as well go fly your 
kite and not argue. The new test is 
the McCoy. 


It was in 1910 that Lewis Madison. 


Terman, 
a former country 
school 


teacher, joined the faculty of I/eland 
Stanford university and seriously set 
to work measuring human 
intelli- 


gence. His first scales were publish- 
ed in 1916, gained instant acceptance 
and catapulted Professor Terman in- 
to the big job of testing American re- 
cruits in the World war.

Today, at 60, he has the satisfaction

Organized Labor 


Carries on Debate 


American Federation of 


Labor Maps Plans at 


Denver Meeting

WASHINGTON. - The two rival 


wings of organized labor have set 
tisidc the month of October lo carry 
on n transcontinental debate. 


In Denver, Colo., beginning October 


4, the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor decides the Fed- 
eration's strategy in its warfare with 
the Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation. A week later at Atlantic City, 
N. ,r., the CtO meets lo set off any 
answering blasts the occusion may de- 
mand. 


Clnsh of Personalities 


It's the Federation's 57th annual 


meeting, and the first for CIO, two- 
year-old giant not yet provided with 
a constitution. 


The bitter warfare has divided la- 


bor's ranks almost equally, each side 
claiming almost four million members, 
and has provided two outstanding per- 
sonalities. On the Federation side is 
mild-mannered 
President 
William 


Green, and on CIO's, dynamic, bull- 
throated Chairman John L. Lewis. 


The differences between the Feder- 


ationisls and the Industrialists arc 
fundi mental and so difficult to explain 
to an outsider tha you may expect to 
be confused when the two conflicting 
voices start blasting at you during the 
conventions. 


Clash of Principles 


Stripped of technicalities, here are 


the opopsing philosophies: 


The American Federation of Labor 


(1) recognizes fundamental ineciuali-i 
ties in human talents, and advocates 
rewarding the man with skill in his 
craft, and (2> militantly opposes active 
political partisanship among its offic- 
ers, preferring instead to play poliical 
parties against each oilier. 
, 
| 


The CIO believes (1) labor must 


gear its organization to modern mass 
production to enforce the principle that 
in numbers there is strength, and (2) 
labor should organize politically to 
express itself and to dangle blocs of 
votes over the heads and in the faces 
of other political groups.

CIO's Political Mllitaiice 
\ 


Lewis has long been impatient with 


the 
Federation 
philosophy 
on • the 


ground that it sacrifices the solidarity 
of labor for the sake of the skilled 
few. 
He gave up trying to bring the 


Federation around to a new way of 
thinking two years ago. Then he 
formed the CIO, several diplomatic 
relations with the Federation, and look 
10 international unions with him. 


Immediately CIO started after the 


mass production worker, putting the 
skiled craftsman in the samel union 
with the man who screws a nut on a 
bolt in the assembly line—so long as 
both.worod in the same industry. 


On the'pokhtical side, Lewis and his 


colleagues organized Labor's Non- 
r'arlisan League, an excellent corral 
for labor votes. 


The silualiori on Ihe eve of Ihc cross- 


country debate was this: 


The Federation had "suspended" the 


international unions in Lewis' CIO, 
but had taken no action lo "expel" 
them forever. Lewis took the position 
that he was not interested in anything 
the Federation did, but that was prob- 
ably little more than a pose. 


Warning the "Bad Boy" 


At Denver the question is: "Should 


the Federation expel the CIO?" The 
answer of the longheaded leaders who 
have controlled the Federation for 
years is a startling "No!" 


What you may expect at Denver is 


that the Federation will produce res- 
olutions condemning Lewis for ac- 
cepting the support of communists and 
an order to stale and local federations 
to keep on outlawing local Lewis un- 
ions. 


This would close the door to Lewis 


men in city and .state federation groups, 
but leave the «atc ever so slightly 
ajar for him in the national, or rather 
international federation cj Labor. 
1'his also would put the Federation 
in the position of the toleranl and 
kindly parent, who warns his bad boy 
of his errors, but stands ready to for- 
give and forget.
